I.

Amendment of Common Carrier Authority

By Decision and Order No. 23341, filed oh April 3,
2007, ANELA TOURS LLC (“Applicant”) was granted a certificate of
public convenience and necessity to operate as a common carrier
of passengers by motor vehicle over irregular routes on the
island of Oahu in the '1l-to-7 passenger classification. In
ordering paragraph number 1, we inadvertently included the
language “limited to wutilizing motor vehicles with a maximum
manufacturer’s seating capacity of 15 passengers.” Applicants
authorized to operate in the 1-to-7 passenger classification are
limited to utilizing motor vehicles with a maximum manufacturer’s
seating capacity of 7 passengers. Thus, the additional language
indicating an allowable capacity of 15 passengers was in error.
Accordingly, by this order, we amend Decision and Order
No. 23341, ordering paragraph number 1, by removing the reference

to a maximum manufacturer’s seating capacity of 15 passengers.



IT.
Orders

THE COMMISSION ORDERS that Decision and Order No. 23341
is amended by deleting the reference to a seating capacity of
15 passengers. Specifically, ordering paragraph 1 in Decision
and Order No. 23341 is amended as follows:

“Applicant is granted a Certificate to operate as a

~common carrier of passengers by motor vehicle over

irregular 1routes on the island of Oahu in the

l1-to-7 passenger classification.”

In all other respects, Decision and Order No. 23341 remains

unchanged.
